ELLSWORTH — It’s early morning in the countryside 
along county road C-48. Dew lingers on wildflowers giv- 
ing them a last sip before the sun becomes hot. Mist still 
blankets the low-lying grasses. Later in the day cars and 
trucks travel by the fields of corn, farm markets and craft 
shops. At day’s end the sun casts colors of aubum, gold 
and deep purple along the route. 

In this area of northern Michigan it’s always a treat for 
the eyes. The communities of East Jordan, Elisworth and 
Atwood realize this and are moving forward in a regional 
effort known as “Breezeway” to bring business and tour- 
ists to the area. - 

Under a state program known as Centers for Regional 
Excellence the communities are applying for a state grant 
to promote the route along C-48 that runs east and west. 
C-48 runs through downtown East Jordan, skirts Ells- 
worth and runs to Atwood. Part of the road is in Antrim 
County where it is a Class A road and part of the road is in 
Charlevoix County where it is not a Class A road. But if 
Banks Township supervisor Thomas Mann and Elisworth 
Village president Hugh Campbell have anything to say 
about it, that will change. 

“We want to bring it all up to Class A standards,” said 
Thomas Mann, an avid promoter of the Breezeway 
project. A committee will work with the road commission 
and the Michigan Department of Transportation and hope 
to accomplish the upgrade. , 

Improving the portion of C-48 that needs it is only part 
of the plan. A. grant would fund the “Breezeway” signs 
created for installation under the C-48 signs. 

“We're hoping to bring people into our area. Some of 
the best farm markets are around here,” said Mann. “Ag- 
riculture is a lot of what we’re selling.” 

The downtown areas of East Jordan, Ellsworth and At- 
wood would see an improvement in their business as well. 

There is a trend towards regional efforts where ex- 
penses are shared, such as marketing and advertising ex- 
penses, said East Jordan Area Chamber of Commerce 
president Mary Faculak. 

“We've been combining festivals for several years and 


_ it’s been great,” said Faculak. Instead of taking business 


from any of the festivals, visitors have increased at all of 
the festivals, she said. 

East Jordan Mayor Dan Bennett is is working ‘with the 
Breezeway project. 

“It’s good for businesses, farming and for the heritage 
of the area,” Bennett said. 

The Centers for Regional Excellence grant will be ap- 
plied for through Great Lakes Economic Alliance. The 
deadline to apply is Sept. 3. The announcement of grant 
recipients will take place in late October.

He is scheduled to | 
appear for an arraignment on 
Sept. 2, in the 90th District Court 
in Charlevoix. 

On Aug. 22, 2006, a Charle- 
voix County Circuit Court jury 
convicted Karla of embezzle- 
ment from her then-employer, 
and she is serving a five-to-10- 
year prison sentence in Ypsilan- 
ti.

but I’m always excited to get the 
kids back in school,” Alger said. 
“So my number one excitement 
is for the students’ return and 
visiting with the little guys as 
they get off the bus.” 

While the kids get ready to 


‘come_back, the school system 


has received some good news 
during the break. As a district, 
Boyne City was awarded a cou- 
ple of grant opportunities. Along 
with the 21st Century grant for 
the elementary building, the 
middle school was awarded a 
MiBLSI (Michigan’s Integrated 
Behavior & Learning Support 
Initiative) that deals with behav- 
ior and behavioral modification 
as they. are related to instruction 
and learning. It also enhances 
the before and after school pro- 
grams. 

“It requires close monitoring 
of student performance and 
early intervention of students 
who are not performing academ- 
ically,” Alger explained. “Im- 
plementing it has shown great 
promise in our elementary 
school.” 

» Some other changes include 
Karen Sherwood taking over as 
Middle School principal, replac- 
ing Mindy Porter after she left 
the district this summer to accept 
a position in Arizona. Sherwood 
has been in the district for 14 
years. Also, Jamie Baumann has 
replaced Chad Culver as the 
Middle School Student Success 
Adviser and brings 20 years’ of 
experience to the job. Bau- 
mann’s husband is the new 
Chamber Director in Boyne. 

Over the summer, Alger ‘said 
the summer school program was 
executed differently and he is 


enthusiastic about the impact of - 


the changes.

“We reduced the number of 
days that summer school was 
conducted during the week but 
added weeks to the length of the 
program. Our intention is to re- 
duce the amount of down time 
during the summer that students 
in the program were without in- 
struction,” Alger added. “We 
also identified, and then re- 
quired, specific instructional 
strategies for summer school 
that all staff would use. We felt 
if we were going to use student 
performance data to evaluate our 
program, we needed to reduce 
the variables that we control 
which impact learning.” 

Alger said as they head into 
the new year he would still like 
to do a better job informing his 
constituents of the impact of the 
new graduation standards on all 


of the students. He said kids will 


have to perform at a much high- 
er standard than even 10 years 
ago if they plan to graduate. 

“So much of a student’s aca- 
demic success is impacted by the 
involvement of parents and 
guardians. Often times as hu- 
mans we typically refer to “how 
it was when I was young,” or 
“when I was in'school,” as being 
satisfactory to meet the needs of 
today,” Alger said. “In educa- 
tion, that is not true...Schools 
and parents have to expect more 
from their child’s performance 
at school.” 

During Alger’s time as Super- 
intendent, he has seen many is- 


sues. When Alger arrived, he 
said there was some labor unrest 
due to budget cuts. He adjusted 
his style to be more open and be- 
lieves that has been appreciated 
by employees and members of 
the community when they visit 
the Superintendent. At a mini- 
mum, during that time, Alger 
said some feelings were hurt be- 
cause of how the process was 
handled. He makes sure to have 


everything out in the open with. 


his staff-. and community 
members when making deci-, 
sions. 

Sonie other things Alger has 
learned on the job are what he 
describes as an outstanding staff. 

“T also believe that in the last 
couple of years, we have done an 
outstanding job keeping up with 
the changes that are taking place 
in education. That does not 
happen without great building 
leadership and staff who trust in 
those leaders to work on and im- 
plement those changes,” Alger 
commented. “Some of the spe- 
cific changes include changes to 
the Grade Level Content Expec- 
tations and in some instances, 
courses taught at one grade level 
now being taught at another.

looking at our instructional de- 
livery practices as a true method 
to impact learning.” 


Alger described his staff and : 
the students as a reflection of the |

He said 
the staff and many parents care 
deeply about the children’s ed- 
ucation and take it very se- 
riously. 

“T see a staff that truly cares 
about the well being of our stu- 
dents. I invite those who don’t 
believe me to come watch the 
tears in the eyes of our staff on 
the last day next spring when the 
students .go home for the 
summer,” Alger said. “And the 
students the same.”

as: paper, pencils, computer, dictiona- 
ry, calculator, etc. are at his fingertips 
to keep him focused on homework. | 
4. Schedule Homework Time. 
Choose an hour a day that is always set 
aside as homework time. Choose this 
hour based on your child’s prefer- 
ences; some'students do best right after 


‘school, where others need a break be- 


fore returning to their schoolwork. 
Make sure to keep this consistent each 
school day. 

5. Develop Class Files. Develop a 
color-coded file for each of your 
child’s classes. Make separate tabs for 
needs to be turned-in homework, re- 
turned homework assignments, notes, 


and exams and projects. Keeping the 
material organized so she can refer 
back to class materials when studying 
for comprehensive tests. 

6. Set Weekly Milestones. For big 
projects or exams, get a large calendar 
for your child’s desk area and help him 
set short timelines to ensure projects 
and studying aren’t left until the night 
before.

Babb would kiss.a student on the cheek with 
extremely bright red lipstick that would liter- 
ally stick with the child, sometimes for days. 

“Tm going to miss that (smooching the chil- 
dren). Kids I don’t even know come up and 
want to be babbitized and that’s been fun. It’s 
almost like my legacy lately,” Babb explained. 
“I might have to come back:-and-do that.” 

Babb said she was going to miss the staff at 
the school, which she described as incredible. 
She said the new teachers coming in are unbe- 
lievably talented and they kept her young with 
their enthusiasm. She also credited Sitkins for 
being a great principal and enjoyed working 


for him. 

“Obviously we are going to miss the impact 
that she had on children and families. She cer- 
tainly provided a level of comfort and security 
for many families as they turned over their 
most precious gifts each day of. the school 
year,” Sitkins said. “However, for me person- 
ally I believe that we 
have lost one of the great- 
est assets to the staff as a 
whole.

A questionable ruling 


The laws in our country seem to be fair and just. Michigan, as all 
the states, has laws specifically for repeat violators that were made to 
penalize habitual offenders. If you are sentenced as a habitual of- 
fender the penalty is often more severe, which would put you in the. 
pokey longer than a first-time offender convicted of the same crime. 

A recent article about the Michigan Supreme Court detailed a cu- 
rious decision. The court recently put the habitual offender idea in 
another light when it reversed its previous rulings and decided that 
criminals can be sentenced as habitual offenders if their felony con- 
victions stem from the same criminal act. 

What? Two cases, one in 1987 and 1990, the state Supreme Court 
ruled that according to the law, convictions arising from one criminal 
incident shouldn’t be counted more than once to give defendants ha- 
bitual offender status. However, five of seven justices ruled that the 
habitual offender law contemplates counting each prior felony con- 
viction separately. The article specifically states these rulings and 

“upon further research, it is on the books. 

What this new interpretation does is open up a Pandora’s Box. There is 
the possibility of a greater disparity in sentencing for similar crimes. Like 
“the author of this article, I believe the original interpretation of the law’s 
_.dntent was correct. People who continue to break the law should be sub- 
_jectto stricter penalties than citizens who are first time offenders. 

We need some clarification. This latest interpretation will not 
change unless action is taken to clarify the legal mumbo jumbo. 

People who commit multiple crimes and do jail time should con- 
ceivably learn their lesson. In cases where the person ends up back in 
court for three, four or five times should be subject to harsher rulings 
‘each additional crime. Pm just not sure what the new law means and 
would like an explanation. The story came through an AP wire and 
_ after I reviewed the article several times I was still unsure of how 
“wide ranging these implications can be for similar crimes.
